Paymaster, I  learned  that  the  officers  are  net  en¬ 
titled  to  draw  money  in  lieu  of  ordinary  rations;

About  a  half  a  dozen  of  the  effioers  here  started 
an  informal  mess  cn  the  16th  inst,  thinking  that 
they  would  be  entitled  to  draw  75  cents  per  man 
subsistence  allowance  in  lieu  cf  ordinary  rations. 

These  men  accordingly  paid  for  everything  they  ob¬ 
tained  and  received  nothing  through  the  Army  Service. 
The  mess,  hew  ever,  will  be  properly  established  cn  the 
24th  inst .  (tcWmcrrcw) ,  and  the  officers  will  draw 
their  ordinary  rations  from  that  date.  That  is,  it 
is  my  intention,  unless  otherwise  ordered  to  auth¬ 
orize  the  Paymaster  to  issue  checks  to  tho  officers 
for  subsl stance  allowance  till  the  23rd  inst.  inclus¬ 
ive,  and  to  draw  rations  thereafter,  I  presume  that 
this  will  be  entiroly  satisfactory  to  you.
